REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1970. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  infant  mortality  for  the  year  was 
well  below  the  national  average,  in  contrast  to  the  high  level  recorded 
in  1969.  The  majority  of  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  con- 
genital malformations. 

The  illegitimacy  rate,  as  last  year,  was  about  the  national 
average. 

The  table  of  infectious  diseases  shows  a fairly  high  incidence 
of  Infective  Jaundice,  though  1970  was  only  the  second  complete 
year  in  which  this  disease  was  notifiable — as  is  usually  found,  the 
great  majority  of  cases  were  children  aged  5 to  15.  There  was  one 
death  due  to  Meningitis. 

There  was  one  death  from  late  effects  of  respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  included  by  direction  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Water  Supply:  (Provided  by  the  Kesteven  Water  Board). 

This  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality.  Twenty- 
seven  samples  were  taken  from  the  Town  Mains  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination.  Regular  random 
samples  of  the  raw  water  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board’s  staff  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  chemical  examination  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  the  result  is  shown  on  page  11.  The  water  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  most  recent  estimate  of  fluoride 
content  showed  a trace  only.  No  evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action 
is  known.  No  action  was  required  in  respect  of  contamination.  All 
houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains 
except  for  two  which  are  supplied  from  shallow  wells. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths: 

There  are  two  open  air  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough, 
in  Dysart  Park  and  Wyndham  Park  (these  are  open  only  in  the 
summer).  Both  are  filled  with  water  from  the  River  Witham.  The 
water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  is  pumped  through  continuous- 
ly. Eight  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  four  from  each  bath, 
and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Sewerage: 

The  new  sewage  works  came  into  operation  in  August,  1970. 
The  majority  of  houses  in  the  town  are  connected  to  the  public 
sewerage  system,  but  a small  number  dispose  of  their  sewage  by 
septic  tanks. 

Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  none  in  the  town. 

A comprehensive  account  of  the  Department’s  work  in  the 
fields  of  housing,  food  hygiene  and  other  environmental  matters 
follows  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I have  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  colleagues  in  other 
departments  and  all  in  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  interest,  courtesy  and  unfailing  help  throughout  the  year.

At  the  time  of  sampling  this  water  satisfied  the  standard  of  bacterial 

quality  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  water  was  also  of  suitable 

chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and  dairy  purposes. 
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COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

These  services  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year, 
the  methods  adopted  and  organisation  remaining  as  described  in 
previous  reports.  In  many  towns  and  cities  local  authority  manual 
workers  withdrew  their  labour  for  a lengthy  period  at  the  request 
of  their  Union,  fortunately  Grantham  was  not  one  of  the  areas 
affected  by  strike  action,  although  plans  were  prepared  to  deal  with 
any  emergency. 

Salvage  activities  produced  even  better  results  than  the  previous 
year.

Smoke  Control  Order  No.  17  (part  Hooley  Estate)  should  have 
come  into  operation  in  October  1970,  but  this  was  deferred  until 
June  1971  because  of  smokeless  solid  fuel  shortage,  although  I am 
pleased  to  record  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  suspend  any  of 
the  existing  Orders. 

Five  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  approval 
of  chimney  heights.  No  statutory  action  was  taken  in  respect  of 
smoke  emission  from  industrial  premises,  although  in  one  or  two 
instances  informal  letters  were  sent  drawing  attention  to  excessive 
smoke  emission. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

245  complaints  of  rat  infestations  and  41  complaints  of  wasps’ 
nests  were  received  at  the  department  during  the  year;  these  were 
dealt  with  by  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.,  with  whom  the  Council 
renewed  an  annual  contract  in  February.  The  sewers  were  treated  at 
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six  monthly  intervals  with  Fluoracetamide.  Nine  fumigations  were 
carried  out. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Six  samples  of  filling  materials  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
prescribed  Analyst.  The  samples  of  Layered  Flock,  Coir  Fibre  and 
Algerian  Fibre  were  found  to  be  of  the  required  standard,  but  two 
samples  of  No.  3 Cotton  Felt  and  one  sample  of  No.  1 Cotton  Felt 
failed  to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  The  three  samples  were 
taken  from  different  premises  but  the  source  of  supply  was  the  same 
in  each  case.  The  local  authority  in  whose  district  the  premises  of 
the  supplier  were  situated  was  informed.

The  administration  of  the  above  Act  during  1970  calls  for  no 
special  comment.  A total  of  523  visits  were  made  to  registered 
premises  and  below  is  a summary  of  contraventions  which  were 
found,  and  informal  notices  served  in  respect  of  same  were  complied 
with  without  resort  to  any  further  action.

HOUSING  STATISTICS 

No  real  slum  clearance  problem  now  exists  in  Grantham  but 
this  does  not  mean  that  there  will  be  no  unfit  houses  to  be  dealt 
with  as  older  properties  deteriorate  for  lack  of  maintenance.  It 
is  obvious  this  will  happen  with  the  low  controlled  rents  of  many 
sub-standard  houses  and  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  building  repairs, 
although  frequently  tenants  of  these  houses  maintain  their  homes 
exceedingly  well  themselves.  Much  work  has  been  done  to  get  stand- 
ard amenities  provided  and  this  work  continues  at  a satisfactory 
pace,  but  the  procedure  for  owners  to  get  fair  rents  fixed  is  far 
too  complicated  and  difficult  to  understand,  and  work  is  delayed 
until  the  Rent  Officer  has  fixed  a ‘fair  rent’.  Applications  for  Qualifi- 
cation Certificates  have  caused  increased  work  both  inside  and 
outside  the  office.  Work  has  not  all  been  completed  in  the  last 
Improvement  Area  declared  under  the  Housing  Act  1964  and  no 
General  Improvement  Area  has  been  declared  yet  under  the  Housing 
Act  1969.
